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REPORTS  &  PERIODICALS  ON  MARKETING  AND  DISTRIBUTION 
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FUNCTIONS 

The  Of 1  Ice  of  Distribution  Is  responsible  for  practically  all  procurement,  stockpiling, 
storage,  and  distribution  of  food  by  the  War  Food  Administration.     This  Office  purchases,  stores, 
and  makes  available  for  shipment  agricultural  cwmodlt les  under  authority  of  the  Lend-Lease  Act. 
It  provides  leadership  In  formulating  all  action,  programs  dealing  with  the  physical  distribution 
and  handllrtg  of  farm  products  between  the  farmer  and  the  consumer,   including  transportation, 
storage,  processing,  standardization,  market  organization,  and  marketing  facilities. 

Marketing  programs  are  developed  to  insure  proper  distribution  of  agricultural  commodities 
and  nutrition  programs  for  the  maintenance  of  adequate  nutritlOTial  standards  for  the  civilian 
populati<xi.    These  programs  include:     (i)    Development  of  food  requirement  estimates  for  civil- 
ians, allied  and  friendly  nations,  and  territories,  and  their  correlation  with  the  estimates 
of  the  armed  forces  and  other  claimants  on  the  U-  S.  food  supply,  the  allocation  of  food  among 
these  claimants,  the  formulation  of  plans  to  meet  shipping  and  storage  requirements,  and  the 
administration  of  food  orders  to  secure  proper  and  adequate  distribution  of  food  in  accordance 
with  the  over-all  allocations  made  to  major  claimants;      (2)     development  of  methods  to  insure 
the  proper  handling,  conservation,  and  preservation  of  food  through  all  phases  of  marketing; 
(3)     aids  to  consumers  in  making  a  wise  selection  of  farm  products  and  planning  nutritious  war- 
time meals;  and     (4)     administration  of  school  lunch,  community  canning,   industrial  feeding,  and 
nutrition  programs. 

Under  the  authorization  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Agreement  Act  of  1937,  programs  are 
developed     (1)     to  establish  and  maintain  such  orderly  marketing  conditions  for  agricultural 
coranodities  as  will  establish  fair  returns  to  producers,  and     (2)     to  protect  the  interests  of 
consumers. 

Market  information  is  collected  and  disseminated  daily  on  movements,  supplies,  quality,  and 
prices  of  livestock,  meats,  wool,  fruits,  vegetables,  dairy  and  poultry  products,  grains,  cotton, 
tobacco,  and  miscellaneous  products  through  a  Nation-wide  market  news  service.     Much  of  the  in- 
formation is  gathered  and  released  at  terminal  markets  and  transmitted  over  a  leased-wire  system 
to  other  markets  over  the  country.    Temporary  field  stations  are  maintained  in  the  producing 
areas  of  certain  commodities  during  the  heavy  shipping  season. 

The  development  of  official  sttindards  for  farm  and  food  products  to  provide  a  uniform  yard- 
stick for  measuring  gradations  in  quality  and  the  improvement  of  existing  standards  are  other 
functions  of  the  Office  of  Distribution.     Standards  are  mandatory  for  s«ne  products,  such  as 
grain  and  cotton,  if  the  products  are  sold  by  grade  and  shipped  in  interstate  or  foreign  com- 
merce.    For  most  comnodities,  however,  use  of  the  official  standards  is  permissive.     An  inspec- 
tion service  is  provided  in  principal  producing  and  receiving  centers  for  grains,  fruits  and 
vegetables,  meats  and  meat  products,  cotton,  tobacco,  hay,  beans,  butter,  cheese,  eggs,  and 
poultry.     Mandatory  and  free  Inspection  of  tobacco  is  provided  at  more  than  80  designated  auction 
markets.     Free  cotton  classification  is  provided  on  request  to  groups  of  producers  organized  for 
improvement  of  their  cotton. 

Research  necessary  to  the  projwr  conduct  of  these  several  services  and  on  marketing  prob- 
lems also  is  an  important  function  of  the  Office  of  Distribution.     Educational  activities 
relating  to  the  work  of  the  Office  are  conducted  for  growers,  distributors,  and  consumers. 

The  Office  of  Distribution  is  responsible  for  administering  the  following  regulatory  and 
service  acts:     Coinnodity  Exchange  Act,  Meat  Inspection  Act,  U.  S.  Cotton  Futures  Act,  U.  S.  Cot- 
ton Standards  Act,  Perishable  Agricultural  Ccminodlties  Act,  U.  S.  Grain  Standards  Act,  Federal 
Seed  Act,  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  The  Insecticide  Act  of  1910,  Wool  Standards  Act,  Sugar 
Act  of  1937,  Cotton  Grade  and  Staple  Statistics  Act,  Naval  Stores  Act,  Standard  Container  Acts, 
Produce  Agency  Act,  Export  Apple  and  Pear  Act,  U.  S.  Warehouse  Act,  Agricultural  Marketing  Agree- 
ment Act  of  1937,  Tobacco  Insj)ection  Act,  Tobacco  Stocks  and  Standards  Act,  Tobacco  Seed  and 
Plant  Exportation  Act,  Twenty-eight  Hour  Law,  Dairy  Exports  Act,  and  certain  provisions  of  the 
Peanut  Statistics  Act.

Market  news  reports  have  been  issued  continuously  since  1915  and  cover  supply,  demand,  and  prices 
prevailing  in  the  leading  wholesale  markets  and  in  many  of  the  important  producing  areas.  The 
reports  are  prepared  by  field  offices  under  the  direction  of  the  commodity  branch  headquarters 
in  Washington.    The  offices  cover  only  the  commodities  assigned  to  the  branch  of  which  each  of- 
fice is  a  part.    Although  the  reports  are  devoted  largely  to  the  market  in  which  the  field  of- 
fice is  located,  most  of  the  reports  contain  information  on  other  important  markets  for  the  same 
commodities.     Separate  mailing  lists  are  maintained  at  each  field  office,  and  for  this  reason 
requests  should  be  sent  to  the  proi)er  office  in  any  given  market.

Each  issue  carries  a  list  of  printed  and  processed  reports  Issued  by  the  Office  of  Distribu- 
tion during  the  preceding  month.

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CONSUMERS'  GUIDE 

Consumers'  Guide  Is  Issued  to  aid  consumers  In  understanding  the  over-all  food  management  pro- 
grams, such  as  changes  In  prices,  supplies  and  costs  of  food  and  farm  commodities,  rationing, 
food  distribution  orders  and  allocations,  and  to  help  them  In  making  economical  purchases.  It 
acquaints  consumers  with  efforts  being  made  by  Individual  and  groups  of  consumers  to  obtain  the 
greatest  possible  value  for  their  expenditures.     It  Interprets  to  consumers  the  purposes  and 
operations  of  the  war  food  programs. 

Leaders  and  members  of  consumers'  organizations  and  others  actively  concerned  with  consumers' 
problems  may  be  placed  on  the  free  mailing  list  so  long  as  copies  are  available.     Others  may 
obtain  copies  frcmi  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office,  Washington  25, 
D.  C,  at  the  subscription  price  of  50  cents  a  year,  dcmestlc;  70  cents  a  year,  foreign.

RADIO  SERVICES 
Local  Broadcasts 

Local  programs  continue  to  provide  the  backbone  of  the  radio  work  of  the  Office  of  Distribution. 
These  broadcasts  consist  of  dally  mar  kit  reports  and  of  information  to  farmers  and  homemakers  on 
siibjects  of  particular  wartime  significance.     Market  reports  covering  the  wholesale  markets  for 
farm  products  are  broadcast  by  more  than  450  stations.     Many  of  the  market  reports  are  broadcast 
by  remote  control  direct  from  local  CD  offices.    Sone  report*  are  supplied  to  nearby  radio  sta- 
tions by  messenger  and  telephone.    Most  of  the  nore  distant  stations  receive  their  Federal  and 
Federal-State  market  news  throt^h  the  Nation-wide  press  associations  which  provide  sectional, 
regional,  and  local  distribution  for  a  large  volume  of  this  type  of  information.     Many  stations 
are  served  with  scripts  from  the  regional  offices  which  are  prepared  for  presentation  without 
charge  or  for  local  adaptation. 

Federal  Food  Reporter  and  Wartime  Bulletins.     Regional  offices  and  many  local  market  news  offices 
present  or  provide  Information  for  homemakers  on  the  supply,  quality,  and  price  trends  of  fresh 
fruits  and  vegetables. 

Radio  Round -Up  on  Food.     This  service  sheet  for  directors  of  women's  programs  goes  to  approximate- 
ly 565  stations  at  their  request.     About  three -fourths  of  each  issue  is  prepared  in  Washington 
and  is  national  in  character.     The  remaining  one-fourth  is  prepared  in  the  regional  offices.  It 
is  mailed  from  the  Office  of  Distribution  regional  offices  each  Saturday. 

Vitamins  for  Victory.  Six  400-word  scripts  are  provided  each  week  to  550  stations  over  the  UP 
wire.  This  release  covers  not  only  nutrition,  but  food  uses,  food  supplies,  and  conservation. 
Each  Office  of  Distribution  regional  office  provides  an  "ad"  definitely  regional  in  character. 

Office  of  Distribution  material  is  also  included  as  a  regular  part  of  Farm  Flashes  and  Home- 
makers'  Chats  issued  by  the  USDA  Radio  Service.     Special  nutrition  broadcast  material  prepared 
in  Washington  is  given  Nation-wide  distribution  through  the  regional  offices.     Information  on  the 
various  functions,  services,  orders,  and  reports  are  prepared  for  the  radio  wires  of  Press  As- 
sociation, International  News  Service,  and  United  Press.    Some  of  these  are  for  homemakers,  some 
for  farmers,  and  others  for  the  general  public. 

National  Network  Programs 

Consumer  Time  -  Saturday  at  12:i5  to  12:30  p.m.,  EWT  -  is  carried  coast-to-coast  by  approximately 
65  NBC  stations.     This  program  presents  a  dramatized  story  and  discussion  combined  with  the  exj»rt 
advice  of  a  guest  authority.     These  broadcasts  present  to  the  consumer  the  latest  facts  on  the 
wise  purchase  and  use  of  food,  conservation,  nutrition,  rationing,  clothing,  and  household  equip- 
ment, together  with  practical  tips  on  wartime  living. 
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National  Farm  and  Home  Hour  Programs  -  12:30  to  1:00  p.m.,  EWT  -  are  carried  by  approximately 
100  Bine  network  stations. 

"Swing  of  the  Markets"  presents  high  lights  on  the  markets  for  gral«s,  cattle,  sheep,  hogs,  and 
dairy  and  poultry  products  at  Chicago;  butter,  eggs,   potatoes,  and  cotton  at  New  York. 

In  addition  to  this  regular  feature,   officials  of  the  Office  of  Distribution  participate  several 
times  each  month  as  guest  speakers  during  the  Department  of  Agriculture's  portion  of  this  pro- 
gram.    These  speakers  discuss  subjects  of  current  Interest  dealing  with  the  programs  of  the  Of- 
fice of  Distribution.     The  Department's  portion  is  presented  under  the  direction  of  the  Radio 
Service  of  the  Office  of  Information. 

Other  Network  Programs 

Guest  speakers  and  factual  information  are  provided  several  times  each  month  for  programs  on  all 
^  major  networks. 

Regional   Network  Programs 

General  agricultural  information  is  provided  to  the  West  coast  and  Rocky  Mountain  stations 
through  "Western  Agriculture."     This  program  originates  in  San  Francisco  and  is  presented  under 
the  direction  of  the  Office  of  Information,  USDA.     The  Office  of  Distribution  frequently  provides 
speakers.     A  schedule  giving  time  and  stations  is  available  on  request. 

At  Boston  a  Joint  Federal-State  office  known  as  the  New  England  Radio  News  Service  presents  a 
daily  farm  program  over  WBZ-WBZA  6:00  to  7:00  a.m.,  a  daily  farm  program  6:15  to  6:30  a.m.,  over 
eight  stations  of  the  Yankee  Network.     This  office  is  maintained  under  the  general  supervision 
of  the  Office  of  Distribution.     It  also  provides  a  script  service  five  times  a  week  to  24  sta- 
tions in  New  England,  special  services  to  certain  radio  stations,  and  daily  market  summaries  to 
press  associations  for  transmission  to  radio  stations. 

Transcriptions  are  made  in  Washington  for  use  on  regional  networks  such  as  Yankee  Network  (New 
England)  and  Mutual^on  Lee  Network  (West  coast). 

Services  by  Office  of  Distribution  Regional  Offices  -  The  regional  offices  provide  a  nunfcer  of 
radio  services,   including  scripts  for  local  station  use  directed  to  farm  audiences  and  to  house- 
wives.    They  also  present  guest  speakers  on  regular  schedules  over  many  stations  and  make  special 
arrangements  for  talks  by  Washington  officials  of  the  Office  of  Distribution  while  on  field 
trips.     More  details  on  the  services  available  from  the  regional  offices  may  be  had  upon  request. 

REPORTS  ON  REGULATORY  ACTIVITIES 

To  assure  fair  play  between  producers  and  dealers,  machinery  is  set  up  under  a  number  of  specific 
*  acts  of  Congress.     In  all,  the  Office  of  Distribution  administers  25  such  regulatory  statutes.

f  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act.     The  "P  &  S  Docket,"  Issvied  monthly  from  Washington,  provides  a 

report  of  action  taken  on  cases  arising  under  this  act.     Brief  descriptions  of  cases  on  which 
action  has  been  taken  during  the  month  preceding  the  date  of  issue  are  Included.     They  are  fol- 
lowed by  items  of  general  interest,   Including  a  statement  as  to  stockyards  posted  and  deposted 
during  the  month.     A  tabular  statement  shows  new  dockets  Issued  and  dockets  on  which  some  action 
has  been  taken. 

Federal  Seed  Act.     Reports  as  to  action  taken  under  the  Federal  Seed  Act  are  issued  from  time  to 
time  in  the  form  of  press  releases  or  as  notices  sent  to  trade  publications  and  cooperating  State 
agencies. 

Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act.     At  intervals  a  mimeographed  circular  is  Issued  giving 
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suiranarles  of  decisions  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  In  which  publication  of  the  facts  has  been 
ordered.    A  Digest  of  Decisions  of  the  Secretary  is  available  in  loose-leaf  mimeographed  form. 
This  is  revised  fr<MB  time  to  time. 

Insecticide  Act.     Panq)hlets  containing  notices  of  judgment  in  court  actions  against  manufacturers 
of  insecticides  and  fungicides   (including  disinfectants)  or  involving  consignments  of  their 
products  removed  from  the  channels  of  commerce  by  process  of  seizure  are  issued  from  Washington 
fr«n  time  to  time  during  the  year. 

Commodity  Exchange  Act.  Orders  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  connection  with  the  Commodity 
Exchange  Act  are  published  as  they  are  Issued.     (See  page  26  for  other  reports.) 

WAR  FOOD  ORDERS 

In  order  to  assure  that  allocations  to  civilians,  the  armed  forces,  the  allies,  and  other  claim- 
ants are  carried  out,  it  has  been  necessary  to  issue  a  series  of  War  Food  Orders.    These  orders 
may  include  set-aside,  restriction,  conservation,  or  limitation  provisions  separately  or  in  com- 
bination.   Those  administered  by  the  Office  of  Distribution  and  now  in  effect  are  listed  below:

The  report  is  issued  In  10 
parts,   thus  making  it  possible  for  persons  to  receive  information  on  only  those  commodities  In 
which  they  are  Interested.     These  reports  are  Issued  within  4  to  8  days  following  the  date  of 
sale.
